FEARS CHAOS 
WILL RESULT. 


Henry Lane Wilson Discusses 
Administration Policy. 


Impossible to Rescind Recog- 
nition, He Declares. 


Thinks United States May 
ave to Intervene. 


[BY DIRECT WIRE T TEE TIMES) 

SPOKANE (Wash.) Oct. 15.—[Ex- 
clusive Dispatch.}] Henry Lane Wil- 
son, whose resignation as Ambassador 
to Mexico became effective yesterday, 
arrived in Spokane, his home town, 
today and talked freely concerning 
the Mexican crisis. He said: 

“The result of the present attitude 
of the United States government will 
certainly be the downfall! of the Huer- 
ta regime and then chaos. The result- 
ing condition will be so acute that the 
United States will be compelled to in- 
tervene and use its influence for the 


establishment of a Stable govern- 
ment.” 


As to Huerta and the alleged atro- 
cities of warfare in Mexico, Mr. Wil- 
son said: 

“Huerta is a soldier. a man of iron 
nerve and absolute courage. He was 
a Diaz man and represents the sec- 
ond turn of the popular wheel The 
government of Mexico is a personal 
government. 

“Warfare in Mexico is barbarous. 
It would be impossible ¢o exaggerate 
its horrors. 

“There cannot possibly be any ques- 
tion of withdrawing recognition of the 
present Mexican administration by 
any government. Recognition of a 
government cannot be withdrawn, ac- 
cording to well-established principles 
and precedents, once recognition has 
been accorded. All governments 
credited in Mexico have recognized 
the present administration and are in 
full sympathy with it. 

“The eléction on October 26 will 
be just as free as any other Mexican 
election ever held, but it might be 
well to understand that no free elec- 
tion has ever been held in Mexico. 
Madero received 19,987 votes out of 
&@ population of 15,000,000. This 
could hardly be called a free and 
—- expression of the national 
will. 

“The Associated Press today carries 
a telegram to the effect that the Span- 
ish Minister has called a meeting of 
the diplomatic corps. On account of 
my retiring, the Spanish Minister 
automatically becomes dean of the 
diplomatic corps. It is customary for 
the dean to call a meeting of the 
corps when two or three make a re- 
quest for such a meeting, and no spe- 
cial significance should be attached to 
the call at this time. 

“Nor should any significance be at- 
tached to the presence of a German 
battleship in Mexican waters at this 
time. The German government year- 
ly sends a battleship to Mexican wa- 
ters, as do the British and French | 
governments. They are merely calls 
and absolutey no significance attaches 
to their visit at this time.” 

In speaking of his resignation as 
American Ambassador to Mexico, Mr. 
Wilson said: 

“] resigned three times, the last 
time on August 28, this latter resig- 
nation being peremptory. It was the 
first resignation on which the ad- 
ministration acted.

TORONTO EXPERIMENT. 


Toronto tried the experiment of 
publicly-owned. street railways in 
1891, but after a few months of dis- 
satisfaction, sold the system back to 
a private company. Best available 
statistics here show that in cities 
where public utilities have been taken 
over by municipalities, much stress is 
laid upon the saving in street car 
transportation, but the fact that dis- 
posal of sewage is neglected is kept 
in the background. The public may 
save a few cents in transportation, 
but must pay out many dollars to 
dispose of its sewage, or face pesti- 
lence and heavy fines. This rule also 
applies to many other phases, such 
as sprinkling streets, paving and sim- 
llar service required of private com- 
panies but neglected when the mu- 
nicipality takes charge. 

People of Great Britain and Ger- 
many who have visited the United 
States aie amazed at the excellent 
service they obtain at low cost, chiefly 
in transportation and the telegraphs, 
and return greatly dissatisfied with 
the wretched service in Europe, which 
costs enormous sums in the way of 
direct charges and numberiess tax 
systems. 

QUOTES THEODORE VAIL 


A week-end journal, commenting 
recently upon the proposition to have 
the United States government take 
over the tramways and telegraphs, 
quotes Theodore N. Vail, president 
of the American Telephone Company 
and the Western Union company, as 
saying. in part: ° 

“The inevitable tendency under 
government ownership toward reduc- 
tion of rates and uniform charges for 
all classes of service would be de- 
structive of profit in operation and 
would make possible any popular 
services only at the cost of the gen- 
eral revenue. 

“In the arguments and prophecies 
that are being used in support of gov- 
ernment ownership, history is but re- 
peating itself. The same undervalu- 
ation of existing plants, the same ex- 
aggeration of profita, the same op- 
timistic and exaggerated statement 
of what would be the results of gov- 
ernment operation that were made in 
other countries are now being made 
here.

The large majority of the American 
people who favor sound money be- 
lieved that the question of further 
greenbeck issues was settled per- 
manentiy by the elections ef 1896 and 
the following years. 

Mr. Aldrich characterized the pro- 
visions for a government note issue 
in the administrative bill as “an em- 
phatic condemnation of the theories 
of government and the economic 
teachings of every great D®&mocratic 
leader, from Andrew Jackson and 
Thomas H. Benton to Samuel ZJ. 
Tilden and Grover Cleveland.” He 
quoted Cleveland as saying: “The peo- 
ple of the United States are entitied 
to a sound and stable currency.” 

“It is undoubtedly true,” he con- 
tinued, “that the support of Mr. Bryan 
and his followers was necessary to se- 
cure any legislation upon this sub- 
ject, but it is unfortunate that to se- 
cure this support it seemed to be 
necessary to sacrifice the cherished 
principles and traditions of a great 
party." 

In the proposals to create a Fed- 
eral reserve board and to provide for 
the issue of government notes, Mr. 
Aldrich said, the bill follows a plan 
submitted by President Tyler to Con- 
gress in 1841 for the creation of an 
exchequer board. The plan, he said, 
found no substantial support in either 
branch of Congress and went down 
to oblivion. 

The Federal reserve board, for 
which provision is made in the Glaas- 
Owen bill, said the speaker, in reality 
would bring about the creation of a 
central government bank. Power is 
conferred upon the board to determine 
the rate of discount each week to be 
charged by each ‘reserve bank for 
each class of paper. The fixing of 
this miscellaneous collection of rates, 
eaid Mr. Aldrich, could not possibly 
be made effective for any of the pur- 
poses for which bank rates are fixed 
and charged in other commercial 
countries, 

He declared that the board was 
given autocratic powers over business 
of the banks, powers that can be prop- 
erly exercised only by trained bank- 
ers. In emergencies, he asserted, the 
beard would be powerless. 

“It might be able to control elec- 
tions and insure the success of a po- 
litical party,” he said, “but. in times 
of strest it would have no power to 
preserve public or private credit. It 
would be able to loan money to im- 
pecunious banking friends or to de- 
posit government funds in ‘pet banks,’ 
but it would be unable to assist a 
bank or a community in times or se- 
rious trouble.” 

Speaking of the possibility that na- 
tional banks might surrender their 
charters rather than enter the pro- 
posed system, Mr. Aldrich said: 

“It is safe to say that the serious 
disarrangement of credits, the con- 
traction of circulating medium, and 
the destruction of confidence’ that 
would arise from a tronefer of any 
considerable amount of he banking 
business of the country from the na- 
tional to the State system, would end 
in a financial panic such as we have 
never seen in any country,”

“Banks will either lend more free- 
ly in their respective districts, thus 
causing local or regional inflation, or 
they will send their idle money to New 
York to be loaned in Wall atreet, thus 
stimulating speculative prices.” 

Emphasizing what he considered the 
danger of credit expansion, Prof.

“In 
order to accommodate the rapidly-in- 
creasing Insane population the largest 
asylum in Kansas is being erected at

HARGED with attempted black- 
mail and extortion, Mrs. Juanita 
Maze, 17-year-old bride, is in the 
City Jail, on one charge, and others 
are expected to be place@ against her.

J. Marcolesco, a grocer at No. 3300 
Hooper avenue, asking him to meet 
her at Second and Boylston streets 
last night, the gir! kept the appoint- 
ment and was snared. 

When she demanded $100 #£=from 
Marcolesco, telling him that the money 
would be used to get herself, her sis- 
ter and her uncle out of the city, and 
explaining that she had overheard a 
plot of her uncle's to dynamite Mar- 
colesco’s residence and store, the in- 
tended victim called Zeigler, who was 
stationed near by. Still unsuspecting, 
the girl readily consented when Zeigler, 
posing as a friend of the intended 
victim, offered to give her the $1090, 
Then she was arrested.

OME INSTRUCTION TO FARMERS. 
Fifty years ago Congress passed the 


‘| Morrill bill establishing State agricultural 


colleges. Twenty-five years ago the Hatch 
bill was passed establishing the experi- 
ment stations. It is now proposed by Sen- 
ator Smith of Georgia tg take the informa- 
tion, scientific and accurate in its nature, 
which has been gathered at the colleges 
of agriculture and at the experiment sta- 
tions, and place it alongside the home of 
the farmer and there, by demonstration, 
give him the benefit of all the information 
thus acquired. ad 

Section 2 of the bill introduced by Sen- 
ator Smith provides “that co-operative ag- 
ricultural extension work shall consist of 
the giving of instruction and practical 
demonstrations in agriculture and home 
economics to persons not attending or resi- 
dent in égaid colleges in the several com- 
munities, and imparting to such persons In- 
formation on said subjects through field 
demonstrations, publications, and other- 
wise; and this work shall be cafried on in 
such manner as may be mutually agreed 
upon by the Secretary of Agriculture or 
his representative and the State agricul- 
tural college or colleges receiving the bene- 
fits of this act.” 

An appropriation is asked of $480,000, 
or $10,000 to each State, which by the ac- 
tion of its Legislature shall assent to the 
provisions of the act. A further appro- 
priation of $300,000 is asked for the next 
year, and $300,000 more each additional 
year for nine years, until the annual ap- 
propriation each shall amount to $3,000,- 
000. The additional sums shall be allotted 
annually by the Secretary of Agriculture 
to each State in the proportion which the 
rural population of each State bears to 
total rural population of all the\States, as 
determined by the next preceding Federal 
census. 

It ts provided, however, that no pay- 
ment out of the additional appropriations 
shall be made in any year to any State 
until am equal sum has been appropriated 
for that year by the Legislature of such 
State, or provided by State, county, col- 
lege, or local authority for the maintenance 
of co-operative agricultural extension work. 

The agricultural colleges and experiment 
stations have been of great help to the 
farmers of the land, although those living 
at a distance from them have not often 
found time to visit them for advice. 

The proposed law will enable the college 
to send to the farmers of each neighbor- 
hood a competent officer who will advise 
each one for what product his soil is best 
fitted and what and when to plant, and 
what fertilizer to use. : 

The benefit to our farmers and to the na- 
tion of the operations of the proposed law 
will be almost incalculable. It has been 
often remarked that the farmers on the 
worn-out acres of Europe produce larger 
crops from the land than do our farmers 
on virgin soils. 

With the proposed law enacted and in 
practical operation that reproach will no 
longer be visited upon us, and those who 
enacted the law will earn the biessing 
which it is said will come to him who 
causes two blades of grass to grow where 
but one grew before. 


NGEDIC ARIZONA CONVICTS. 

Arizona is fortunate in having on her 
pay roll a parole clerk of her State prison 
with exceedingly optimistic views on con- 
viets generally and Arizona convicts es- 
pecially. He asserts that the convicts of 
the Sun-kissed State “have divine attri- 
butes inherent within them. He is an ad- 
vanced penologist who proposes to make of 
the Arizona prison an “institution of the 
progressive type in the conservation and 
regeneration of human beings.” He says 
that “the great principles of Ohristianity

zona prison. “Pagan customs of crue] tor- 
ture were in vogue previous to the dawn 
of this new Christian era,”—of which he 
is the herald and the apostle.

or physical defects. He should be sent to 


prison to cure him and not to punish him, 
exactly as a rheumatic is sent to the Ar 
kansas Hot Springs to be skinned by boil- 


ing water in the daytime and with draw 
poker at eventide. “It is the duty of the 
sovereign State of Arizona in dealing with 


her criminals,” says Mr. Sanders, “to act 


the part of a parent to an erring child and 


point out to him the way to higher ideals.’ 

When the present administration in Art- 
zona took charge of the penitentiary it 
found in the prison morgue a library of 
227 volumes, among which ‘were 24 vol- 
umes of Thackeray’s works, 26 volumes 
of bound magazines and 10 volumes of fic 
tion. There were 30 Bibles which had 
never been opened. Since then 310 vol- 
umes have been added, and one of the 30 
Bibles has been read by a man convicted 


‘of passing a phony check, but who is now 


cultivating “the divine attributes inherent 
within him.” 

The prisoners in Arizona are supplied 
with all the newspapers and periodicals 
they desire, as are convicts in other States. 
It is an. interesting fact, noted by Mr. 
Sanders in his report, that the inmates of 
the California State prisons at San Quentin 
and Folsom are allowed all the newspa 
pers and magazines with the exception 
of those published in California. It is 
probably deemed inexpedient to obstruct 
the passage of the psychic defects toward 
beatitude by permitting them to peruse 
such pernicious literature as is presented 


in the columns of our one-scent progressive 


contemporaries. 


Mr. Sanders is not alone in his efforts 
to boost. Artzona convicts toward “higher 
| ideals.”

Hunt—who gives them a terrapin, turkey

It is shrewdly suspected that 
he violated his parole on purpose in order 
to secure better food, better quarters, more 
fun and lighter labor in the prison than 
he could obtain outside its walls. 

Every Arizona prisoner, on the expira- 
tion of his sentence, will be fitted with « 
new suit of clothes, a well-stocked lunch 
basket, a flask of whisky, a pack of playing 
cards, ten dollars in money and a halo. 

If Sanders has his way altogether, then 
soap-box orators and other undesirables fn 
Los Angeles are recommended to try a 
brake-beam or empty box car trip to Yuma, 
or Parker, or across the river from the Nee 
dies.

Swarms of Undesirabies. 
Well, maybe they will come that way, 
swarming like locusts. But locusts, even 
though they be carried on the census lists 
to swell the population, are not at all de 
sirable additions to the inhabitants of the 
land. Such immigration came into the 
land of Egypf\once upon a time. “The lo 
custs came with the east wind, and went 
up all oyer the land of Egypt, and rested 
in all the coasts of Egypt, and covered the 
face of the whole earth so that the land 
was darkened,” and they devoured the 
land until Egypt wailed and wept and 
prayed to be delivered from the swarms of 
the immigrants. 


Bites that Have Choked Us. 

We have already had the swarms of the 
Chinese, and we have the multitudes of 
Japanese, and we are troubled as we see 
the advance guards of the hordes from In- 
dia. Oh, we are going to have thousands 
and tens of thousands added tdé*our popu- 
lation, all right, or all wrong. The ques- 
tion is, after all, do we want them? And 
do we need them? And it isn’t a ques- 
tion of what we are going to do with them, 
but rather what they are going to do with 


us. 

Even the most desirable immigrants may 
increase and multiply faster than our com- 
pounding adding machines have computed. 
A messenger once came to the reigning 
Pharaoh of Egypt.. “Oh, King, live forever 
and then some. A group of Hebrew immi- 
grants have arrived and are looking for 
locations.” “How many are they?” asked 
the King. “Three score and six, and they 
have some relatives in the house of Joseph, 
three score and ten altogether.” “Oh, well; 
establish them over in Goshen; that dis- 
trict needs colonization.” And by and by 
another Pharaoh earnestly besought five 
millions of their children to get out of 
Egypt and stay out. “Take your flocks and 
herds and be gone; get you forth from 
among my people.” 


Large Mouth and Small Gullet. 

We want some immigrants. Do we want 
too many’? How are we getting along with 
those we now have? The slunis of South- 
ern Europe will not send us people more 
honest, more industrious more cleanly, 
more law abiding than came to us from 
China, or now come to us from Japan. 
What wouldn’t the California housewife give 
now for one of the old-fashioned Chinese 
house servants who served in her home so 
faithfully and efficiently in the older days? 
Hun and Russian and Sicilian, Turk and 
egyptian, Bulgarian and Servian—are they 
going to send us any better servants for 
our homes, farmers for our ranches, handl- 
craftsmen for our shops? Of all these 
peoples we have now in the country a few 
representatives. We have ample opportu- 
nities for studying them. Are they all “de 
sirables?” Are they assimilating whole- 
somely with our ways, our institutions, our 
religion, our liberties, our customs? Do 
we think after a little experience with a 
few of them, that we want about a million 
of them? 

Let's not get unduly elated with joyous 
excitement over the coming invasion of 
immigrants. Let's save our national 
hysteria—and we are the most hysterical 
people over smal! nothings on this globe— 
for remote ball games and things of that 
sort. But let us face the immigration 
problem with a little quiet study before it 
hits us in the head. 


Immigration and Invasion. 


A tide of immigration is one thing. That 
may be very good. But when the tide 
swells to an overabundance of volume it 
becomes an invasion which is quite an- 
other thing. The immigration of the Goths 
and the Vandals and the Huns was every- 
thing but a blessing to Rome, in spite of 
all the waste land there remained to be 
taken up. Don't let us make the mistake 
the whale made with Jonah. Even though 
we should manage to swallow the bite 
without mastication, the national stomach 
might not be able to retain it. Let's take 
small bites and Fletcherize the bite until 
the process of mastication and salivary 
degiutition is complete.

Although twen- 
ty-two other States showed a like 
record, only a small number of them 
are .as thickly populated, or as ac- 
tive in commercial lines, as Califor- 
nia. The strict supervision which is 
exercised by the clearing-houses in 
the large cities, and allied institu- 
tions, as well as the sound manage- 
ment of the banks, is shown to good 
effect in the record of this State. 
Western States as a whole made an 
excellent showing during the nine- 
month period, only nine out of the 
eighty-five failures occurring on this 
side of the Rockies. Three took place 
on the Pacific Coast, in Washington 
and Oregon, liabilities represented be- 
ing. $42,744, a very insignificant per- 
centage of the total for the coun- 
try — $8,899,618. In the so-called 
Western States there were six fail- 


ures, all occurring in three of theis 


eight States represented, the liabilities 
involved being $278,000. 

Faflures were heaviest 
southern central States, 
which rolled up together a total of 
thirty-five, with .labilities over %3,- 
000,000. Fifteen failures occurred in 
three of the five central eastern 
States, the liabilities involved totaling 
nearly $1,389,316. Of the six New 
England States Connecticut was the 
only one in which fatlures occurred, 
there being two, with liabilities at 
$2,000,000. In the Middle Atlantic 
States, which include New York, New 


-l Jersey and Pennsylvania, there were 


failures, with Mabilities at $789,- 
Ten failures, with Mabilities at 
$849,501, occurred in three of the 
nine Southern Atlantic States, and 
eleven in six of the seven central 
Western States, liabilities being $439,-

AVES NEIGHBOR 


FRIEND IN DANGER. 


Assault Costs Angry One His Lib- 
erty—Fusionists Demand Action. 


LONG BEACH, Oct. 15.—Groping 
his way through the smoke-filled hall- 
way of a burning house last night, 
Charles W. Harris found and bore to 
safety the unconscious form of his 
neighbor, W. W. Fiint, a cripple, and 
probably saved him from being 
burned to death. Flint was ablaze 
when borne to the outer air, but wet 
blankets quickly ‘ smothered the 
flames.

The victim is badly burned on hands, 
arms and back, but will recover. The 
flames made rapid headway and dam- 
aged the house to the extent of $1000, 
and practically burned all the furni- 
ture, entailing a loss of $400.

All the thoughts 
of the Teuton ere manufactured in 
the sub-basement of his mind and 
brought up to the sales floor as he 
needs them. He is not influenced 
very much by outside impressions.

The German is decisive and positive 
—both essential qualities in baseball. 
In addition to which he has the mili- 
tary mind. This is so valuable an 
adjunct that I am mot at ail sure it 
would not be a gooi idea for every 
inflelder to spend the winter in the 
ranks of a military organization. 


The purpose of military drill is not 


to teach men to march in straight 
line, but to cultivate in them certain 
mental qualities which prepares them 
for headlong, aggressive acts upon 
the iritiative of some person other 
than themecives.. The soldier learns 
to hold himself in abeyance; to be 
ready to jump with only one instant’s 
warning which direction he ts to jump. 
Could there be better training for 
ball? 
“The infielder of a baseball team and 
the soldier in the ranks are in precise- 
ly the same state of mind. That is 
to say, both are keyed up to do some 
quick positive action and neither has 
an idea what it will be or what action 
it will take. To the one will come 4 
quick order requiring an accurate, 
positive unwavering action. To the 
other will come @ bounding ball re- 
quiring the same intellectual jump. 
To say that the German is « natural 
baseball player is to say he has certain 
mental qualities necessary to base- 


balt. 


In considering the Teutonic In- 
dian invasion of baseball, you will find 
most of the Germans in the infield; 
most of the Indians pitching, catching 
or in the outfield. 

This is because the German—for the 
reasons stated above—easily becomes 
part of 4 machine. The players of a 
haseball| infield are cogs of & ma- 
chine; tlic outfielders work along more 
individual lines. 

An infielder very seldom makes a 
play that does involve some one else. 
Occasionally he reaches up and 
“epears one; but the ordinary infielJ

The Indien, on the other hand, ts 
an individualist. 


A friend of mine who lived for thir- 
ty years among, the Blackfeet in the

When he tried to tell him mbout the 
officers, the Biackfeet asked him what 
they were for.

ASSETS IN ROADS. 


Use of Automobiles in Mountains 
Requires Good Highways in Tulare 


County. 

VISALIA, Oct. 13.—The Board of 
Supervisors of Tulare county realizes 
in the mountains of the county one of 
her chief assets,is manifested by the 
amount of road work done on moun- 
tain highways during ‘ the present 
year, nearly $100,600 having been ex- 
pended in improving mountain roads 
and building new ones. Never before 
in the history of the county has s°0 
much attention been paid to mountain 
roads. 

Up to a couple of years ago the 
people were willing to put up with 
very few roads into the Sierras, in 
poor repair and with severe grades. 
The tmereased use of automobiles, a 
better recognition of the resources of 
Tulare ¢ounty’s mountains, and the 
influx of tourists in season attracted 
by the advertising of the transcon- 
tinental railways, has drawn the at- 
tention of the Supervisors to the need 
of putting mountain roads in shape to 
receive the traffic that has suddenly 
developed for them. 

There are five main thoroughfares 
into the high Sierras In Tulare céun- 
ty. In the southern end of the coun- 
ty the entrance is via the California 
Hot Springs, which road tiis year has 
been put into excellent condition by 
Supervisor Singleton. The latter is 
also building a new road to the springs 
which will have a low grade and 
which will be easily negotiated by au- 
tomobiles. A little farther north is 
the entrance up the Tule River 
Canyon, In Supervisor Horbech's dis- 
trict. The road up this way was bullt 
by the San Joaquin Light and Power 
Company, but In another year will be 
turned over to the county. Herbach 
has also greatly improved the various 
roads to Springville, the gateway to 
the high mountains via Tule River. { 
From the Tule River there is a lore 
skip to the Kaweah River entrance, in 
Supervisor Wliillame’s district. This is 
perhaps the most-used route to the 
mountains, leading to the Kern River 
Canyon and the Giant Forest. 

Williams has spent nearly $30,000 
this year in improving the old Min- 
eral King road, doing away entirely 
with the River Hill grade, well re- 
membered by all who have ever 
the old road, e has constructe 
about six miles"of road that is in 
realigy a mountain boulevard and a 
aplendid automobile highway.
